"I have long since been of the op­ 
inion that the complete reformation 
of bad girls could not 
be 
accom­ 
plished by sending them to a state 
institution. 
Observations during the 
years I have been in the county court 
have proven this. 
"The only good result to be ob­ 
tained by sending girls to an insti­ 
tution is to remove them from the 
community and thus prevent their ex­ 
erting a bad influence on other girls. 
This bad girl problem is the hardest 
one we have to deal with in the busi­ 
ness of the county court.” 
These sentiments of Judge Brind­ 
ley are voiced by all of the court of­ 
ficials of La Crosse county. 
None » 
of them blames the state industrial 
school for failure to reform the girls 
sent there. 
Officials do the best they 
can, but it is a matter of common 
knowledge that the girls usually drift 
back into their old ways when they 
are liberated and the authorities are 
powerless to stop it. 
Action of the Humane society in 
passing a resolution proclaiming the 
fallacy of sending girls to the indus­
